have taken into conſideration Your

concerning. the Cellayow; wherein Hip divers 
Expreſſians which wil occafion partitalar Replyes, 
which ay chis tims they deſire ro. deetiae; Thor 
wiſhes and cndeayours being carneſtly tent upon 
the obtayninga [peedy Peace, for which Caule they 
donotthink good to conſumeany more of the time 
#fowed for the Treary irr any further debates upon 
the Ceſſation, concerning which they finde Your 
Majelties Expreſſions fo doubtfull, that it cannotbe 
tuthdcnly or cafily rclolycd, and the remainder of the 
time for the whole Treaty, being but ſcyen dayes, if 
the Ceſſation were preſently agreed, it would nor 

yeeld any conſiderable adyantage to the Kingdom. 
Whicrefore we arc-required-te-delire Your Mae 
jeltic to give a ſpecdy and Poſitive Anſwer to the 
Az firſt 
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firſt Propoſition concerning the Dilbanding, That 
ſo Your Subje&ts may not onely hayc a ſhadowo f 
Peace, in a ſhort time of Ceſſation, but the ſubſtance 
of it.in ſuch manner as may be a porpetuall Bleſſing 
to them, by freeing the Kingdom from thoſe miſcr- 
able effets of War , the cffuſton of Engliſh Blood, 
and deſolation of many parts of che Land.
